THE BLAST DUG a c r a t e r 
about 50 feet across and 10 to 15 
feet deep The hole was (died with 
two or three feet of water. 
A two-block area near the cen­ 
te r of the blast looked as if it had 
been bombed out. 
The truck blew up about 2:25 
a.m . ip.d t 1 shortly after firemen 
w ere called to a blare at a build­ 
ing supply company. The truck 
w as p a r k e d near the building. 
Firem en said it contained a form 
of nitrate. 


BUSINESS establishments In the 
Immediate blast area 
were 
de­ 
stroyed. The buildings 
included 
service stadons, a flour mill, one 
m otor company and 
apartments 
above it. 
Firemen said the blaze was con­ 
trolled and was confined to an 
area about five blocks long, and 
two blocks wide. 
Firem an Tony S h u e k 1 e said 
nearly everything inside the fire 
area was a "m ass of coals.” 
The National Guard was called 
out and a state of emergency was 
declared. Fire department from 
Eugene and Springfield, 75 miles 
aw ay, were called out to help.

THE TRIBAL COUNCIL, which 
does not meet during the month 
of August, will hold a meeting on 
Sept. I, and at its following ses­ 
sion on Sept. 15, will possibly set 
the date for the opening of the 
canyons to the public. 
During the past few years, both 
time and money has gone into the 
upkeep and protection of the can­ 
ions by the local Indian tribe. 


PICNIC GROUNDS in 
Murray 
canyon, as well as the roads and 
trails of both, are constantly be­ 
ing worked on by the men who 
heve been assigned to care for the 
Indian reserves. 
According to the Bureau of In­ 
dian Affairs, this year has been 
a very dangerous year for fires. 
The canyon areas — closed every 
summer because of the fir haz­ 
ard—are very dry and easy sus­ 
ceptible to fire.

Tax Structure May Bring Changes

the nation's tax structure are getting 


brighter. 
A complete study of federal taxes has 


been under way for som e time and ex­ 


pectations are that the mass of factual 


material involved will be correlated and 
in classified fdrm for ready reference 
sometime next year for presentation to 
formal Congressional healings. 
Presently the national system of tax­ 
ation resembles a patchwork of thous­ 
ands of measures which have not been 
codified and assembled as a whole, a 
situation confusing even to the experts. 
There has been no general resume or 
review of the entire federal tax system 
for many years and during the several 
wars in which the United States was 
engaged 
m any 
em ergency 
measures 
were adopted, the majority of which 
have remained in force despite the end 
of hostilities and the basic reasons for 
their imposition. 
Changing economic and every day 
living conditions have also affected ap­ 
plication of tax levies in numerous 


ways, some becoming almost confiscat­ 
ory and others actually lighter than a 
proportionate share of the tax burden. 
What with an ever increasing nation­ 
al budget, reflected partly by expanding 
inflation, it is certain that unless gov­ 
ernment spending is curtailed to a larg­ 
er degree than expected by most at this 
time, taxes generally will continue to 
become higher accordingly. 
Few indeed are the people who do 
not feel that their tax bills are all that 
they should be, or more. Yet it is a fact 
that with all the many fields involved, 
the ancient, unrepealed and sometimes 
inadequate or oppositely excessive tax 
levies of the federal government, a 
thorough study, review and active steps 
to correct any inequities is a worth­ 
while and commendable undertaking. 
At least it will give any who feel in­ 
jured or unjustly treated an opportun­ 
ity to appear before the congressional 
hearing for corrective legislation, and 
who knows but what a few new or ad­ 
ditional sources of revenue might also 
be discovered for the benefit of Uncle 
Sam as well.

WE WERE ADVISED to buy 
the de luxe tour: $30 a day for 
hotel and three meals and after­ 
noon tea. It also includes a pri­ 
vate car and guide service — if 
you can get them. Intourist ap­ 
parently oversold their capaci­ 
ty. Mostly we take buses and a 
guide book. 
We are issued a scrip book 
showing four meals a day. How­ 
ever. it now appears that the 
scrip covers so many rubles. Not 
always the price of a meal. 
The dinner scrip, for example, 
is 30 r“bles. If the cost of the 
meal is 32. we pay two rubles 
more to cover it. But if the meal 
is 28 rubles, there does not seem 
to be any change. 


WE BUY RUBLES at a tourist 
rate of ten to the U. S. SI. The 
official rate set by the Govern­ 
ment is four to St. 
The hotel room is about S3. 
The daily scrip adds up to $6 50. 
Where the rest of the $30 goes 
is something we are trying to 
find out. 
We also bought two days' more 
coverage than we will be in the 
country. 
We understand thai the $13 of 
extra scrip can be converted 
into caviar to take out. ( The 
caviar- is fresh, gray and tre­ 
mendous!) But the rest of the 
added $60 seems far, far away. 


THE INTOURIST scrip is good 
only at the Intourist hotels. On 
the town you 
pay in 
rubles. 
Prices in restaurants seem to 
be about half of Stateside cos’s. 
By comparison, the food, de­ 
cor 
and 
general 
atmosphere 
seem to be about half. too. 
Service is a matter of luck and 
patience. 
Tipping is 
supposed 
to be 
against the rules. But Russians 
tip a little, anyway. I think our 
GRIN AND BEAR 


waitresses in the pressroom got 
a briefing the other day. L a s t 
night they all refued tips. 'They 
were accepted the night before.) 
I have a feeling the Russians 
are touchy about our opinion. 


WK HAVE BEEN estimating 
15.000 American tourists in Rus­ 
sia this year. 
But with the publicity of the 
Nixon visit and 
the overflow 
from Western Europe, it looks 
like th s may be doubled. 
The American tourists are just 
like American 
tourists every­ 
where. L o a d the camera. Out 
on the town. 
Most of them seem to be get­ 
ting what they expected wlien 
they paid tire Intourist advance 
fees. (You can set yourself an 
18-day bus tour through h e r e 
now. American Express sells it.) 


THERE ARE 91 self - drive 
rent cars in .Moscow. Cars are 
in short supply and do not go to 
the rental pasture until t h e y 
have 100.000 miles on them. 
Russians you meet on the 
street are usually very friendly 
and very curious. They like to 
trade money for souvenirs. The 
Roosevelt dime is a good trade. 
Formerly, tourists 
were ap­ 
proached with offers 
to b u y 
clothes, radios, wristwatches and 
so on. Nobody has asked to buy 
anything from me. 
I was hit up once by two men 
who wanted to sell me rubles at 
25 to X. 


IN THE MARKET, the Rus­ 
sians want to give you things. 
Pickles, particularly, 
though 
I 
don't know why. Maybe because 
they are a good product. They 
are excellent pickles. Dill. 
. 
Tlie food is apt to be plain. 
But there is plenty of it. There 
are some local specialties in fish 
4hat are fine. Potatoes w i t h 
fresh dill coukl be imported to 
the States with advantage to our 
national eating. 
The caviar is simply great! 
But I am a buff for caviar. 
The sun shines bright and X 
marks our room. It overlooks 
the Moscva river and the caviar 
awaits in the dining room. Wish 
you were here.

cles. Rarely is there any space 
available to expand their size with­ 
out giving up valuable living area. 


TO 
RELIEVE 
the 
situation,

built - in facilities. True, a home 
handyman isn’t expected to know 
all the tricks of a 
professional 
architect, but even a H i m i t e d 
knowledge of carpentry can do 
wonders to relieve cramped quar­ 
ters. 
Designed to give space economy 
in confining apartm ents and small 
homes, built-ins 
make

In a s m a l l bedroom, it’s a 
simple m atter to build 
a "dis­ 
appearing” vanity table on t h e 
inside of the closet door. T h e 
table is simply a glass - topped 
semi-circular shelf attached to the 
door at the most convenient height 
From it is suspended a oolorful 
cloth "skirt", while on the door 
above is mounted a panel m irror 
to aid in grooming. When the door 
is closed, boxes or shoe* on the 
closet floor are undisturbed by 
the skirt which gives the vanity 
a solid appearance when the door 
is opened. 


It does not appear to be gen­ 
erally known but there are quite 
a few Bermuda hybrids on t h e 
market today that grow sufficient­ 
ly thick and vigorous to eventual­ 
ly eliminate the chances of the 
common Bermuda taking hold in 
the established turf. 
Actually there are on the m ar­ 
ket at least a halt a dozen Ber­ 
muda grasses with some slight 
difference between each of them. 
It has been claimed for all of 
them that they grow m ore slowly 
than common Bermuda, thus par­ 
tially eliminating much of t h e 
chores that we generally have in 
tearing the common Bermuda out 
of tree basins, flower beds and 
edges of the sidewalk. 


THE NEW TYPES

seed, 
the 
common 
Bermuda seems 
to hang on to 
that privilege. The new producís 
can only be grown from stolons, 
pieces of runners and plants. 
From a study of these new Ber­ 
muda grasses we gather that all 
of them are slower in growth and 
not near as difficult to control as 
the common Bermuda, we should 
be thankful that 
none of them 
seem to have much of a seed head 
growth such as the common Ber­ 
muda seed heads spread, a spread 
that the wind carries haphazard 
and Is the bane of his existence 
to anyone who has a 
dicondra 
lawn. 


rr WOULD NOT be much good 
to d t up the ordinary Bermuda 
lawn and substitute it with any of 
the new varieties; the old lawns 
are too deep rooted to be assured 
that all of the old pest has bee:; 
cleared from the soil. 
We feel that a sandy soil where 
nothing has grown would be ideal 
to experiment on, digging, weed 
clearing, mixing in of humus, peat 


moss, steer manure, and l e a f 
mold, watering copiously for about 
a month and completing an even, 
flat surface of soil would be nec­ 
essary before attempting to intro­ 
duce any of the new Bermudas to 
our desert. 


AMONG THOSE especially m en­ 
tioned for desert u se is the Sny­ 
der A S3 — it claims a deep green 
c o l o r in the summer, a f l a t 
growth and a fine texture. Ap­ 
parently it suffer from fungus dis­ 
eases in summer and has a tcn- 
cency to turn brown. 
Another type, named Ormond 
Bermuda No. 3, has a bright, deep 
green and narrower blades than 
the common Bermuda. It can be 
planted with plugs or sprigs and
